Southern Pacific passenger triiiu No. 


'20, which was ditched and robbed at 
Ko«coe siding in l.os Angeles county on 
Tliursday night at 11.40 o'clock, arrived 
in Fresno last evening u few minutes 
utter? o'clock. This is tlie train due 
here at 11.45 a.m. and it was therefore 
over seven hours late. 


There were a large number of curious 


people at the depot awaiting tho arrival 
ef the train, anil as soon as it came in 
tlie passengers and trainmen alighting 
were surrounded by little linota of peo- 
ple anxious to lieiir all about the bold 
robbery. 


Tlie crovr th.it was on tho train when 


it was robbed had been left at Sunnier, 
Iliat being the end of their run, and be- 
sides the passengers there were only the 
express messenger, baggage man, the 
mail clerk and the rullmnn conductor 
and porters who came through. 


The cars damaged in the wreck and 


explosion of dynamite were left, below, 
and oilier cars put in their place. Tlie 
passeiiuers, it'was plain, had not yet re- 
covered from the shock to their nerves, 
and once started in their story of tlie 
robberv spoke hurriedly. No two stones 


A Bid HAl'l,. 


There JEJ no doubt at all that the rob- 


ber.- secured a- very large sum of money, 
^o information on this point could be 
obtained directly, but from statements 
made by trainmen to friends, the money 
stolon must amount to at least $70,000, 
and it is very likely that $140,000 is 
nearer the mark. 


The OTorhind antes were opened by 


the robbers, telegraphic reports to this 
contrary notwithstanding, and the rob- 
bers look therefrom seven bags of gold. 
The tutal amount secured dupendH upon 
the sum in each bug. It would, under 
no circumstances, bt- less titan $10,000 u

He slated 
that tliis information came to him pre- 
vious to the Collis robbery from an in- 
mate of tho territorial prison in Amomi, 
who stated that tho California leader 
WUH located soinewhero between Uakers- 
lield and Fresno, and tlint his iinjtiiame 
was Chris, but he claimed he did not 
know his other name. 
This band of outlaws had members lo- 


cated in this valley, San Francisco, LOB 
Angeles, San Bernardino and other 
points so that they operated in a well 
organized manner, and had numerous 
places of concealment to which they 
could retire when close pressed. 


Thoro wero some things at that time 


which indicated that there might be

Now comes a story from one who was 


in jail at the time Morrell was there, 
which, if true, indicates that the detec- 
tive was right in his surmises, and 
which also indicates that Morrell nut 
only was a member of the gang but took 
part in the former train robbery at Bur- 
bank, near Loa Angeles, not far from 
the scene of the robbery on Thursday 
night. 
It is stated that Morrell came fo the 


jail in Fresno to visit Kvans after the 
liurbank robbery, and Chris asked him 
how much they got, and Morrell stated 
the exact amount.and the denomination 
of coin, which is now known to have 
been correct, and Evans wanted to 
know why they did not blow open the 
overland safe, and Worrell slated that 
they did not have enough dynamite. 


I'Jvnns then upbraided them for n 


"pretty lot," and asked if they intend- 
ed to do that sort of work when they 
tried to get him out of jail, and seemed 
eo much put out about the matter that 
he told Morrell to go down town and 
get him a pistol and he would get out 
without their help. 


The person who overheard the conver- 


sation gathered from what was said be- 
tween them that there was a well- 
ortrani«ed baud planning Evans' es- 
cape, and that the robbery at Burbauk 
was for the purpose of securing funds 
to enable them to carry out the plot of 
Evens' escape from jail.' 


WAS MOIEKEM. AT IIUKItASK? 


This name person also stated that the 


robbery at Itoscoe was planned by 
Evans and Morrell and that there was 
to bo from Jive to seven men in it, two 
of whom he claimed were from Arizona, 
one from Visalia, one from San Fran- 
cisco, Kvana and Morrell, and tho others 
from near hoa Angeles, lie stated those 
facts before the robbery occurred and 
said that the attempt would bo within 
thirty miles of Fresno ami that they 
were going after big money to get out of 
the country.

He waa not located nor operating in

or of Evans1 whereabouts, and did not 
think that either Senator Gouchcr or 
Mr. Hinds had heard this story or they 
would have mentioned it. 


The olllcun admit that it ia possible 


that Evans and Morrell wero at the 
Uoscoe robbery, but do not believe it. 
They think they are still hid away in
